Hamzated verbs have - as initial, middle or final radical. In most 
hamzated verbs both other radicals are sound; one example has a weak 
middle radical (j ) but as the verb occurs in Form II the weak radical is 

stable (i.e. is consonantal or sound in form, y). 

Verbs with . as middle radical and a weak final radical 0 or j ), or vice 

versa, are counted as doubly weak verbs, for which see p. 177. 

The standard conjugation patterns shown in paras. 23,25 and 29 to 33 of 
the introductory chapter (tenses, imperative, participles and verbal noun) 
apply generally to hamzated verbs, with the following exceptions:

They have a 

weak letter, j or ^ , as initial radical, and two sound radicals (in one or 

•• 

two roots, middle * and a final sound radical). All common assimilated 
verbs have initial j ; initial ^ verbs are few and infrequently used.

One root with initial j and identical sound middle and final radicals (3j) 
is studied under the doubled verbs (no. 61). 

Conjugation. The standard conjugation patterns shown in paras. 23,25 
and 29 to 33 of the introductory chapter (tenses, imperative, participles 
and verbal noun) apply to assimilated verbs, subject to the following 

provisions: 

• In the active imperfect tenses of Form I of all common verbs with 
initial j , the initial radical and its vowel are dropped. In the 
affirmative imperative of such verbs, the initial radical and its vowel, 
and also the imperative prefix, are dropped. In a few exceptional 
roots, however, the initial w remains consonantal in Form I and the 
conjugation is sound. All verbs with initial-radical j are sound 
throughout Form I. 

• The theoretical combination uw/uy becomes u and the 
theoretical combination iw/iy becomes .j... I . 

• In Forms II, III, V and VI the weak radical stabilises as a consonant 
(w or y), and the conjugation follows the standard pattern 
completely.

Defective verbs are the third sub-class of the weak class. They have a 


weak letter, j or ^ , as final radical, and two sound radicals. A few

defective roots have alternative final radicals j or j ; most of these 


follow the commoner^ conjugation. 


The defective verbs follow the standard (i.e. sound) patterns shown in 


paras. 23,25 and 29 to 33 of the introductory chapter (tenses, imperative, 
participles, verbal noun) up to and including the middle radical 
without its vowel . The provisions which follow all refer to that part of 


the defective verb following the middle radical. 


Tenses. For the tenses: 

• Whenever a (first or second) principal part has ... before the last 
radical, the whole tense derived from that part (perfect from the first 
principal part, imperfect from the second) will have ... in this 
position throughout; otherwise it will not.

Doubly weak verbs are the fourth sub-class of the weak class. They 

have two weak letters as radicals. In theory this permits many variations. 

but in practice the patterns are limited. Most importantly, there are no 

common doubly weak verbs with initial-radical ^ or with final-radical j . 

In addition to verbs with j and j , we also count as doubly weak those 

verbs which have j as final radical and * as one of the other radicals, or 

•• 

vice-versa. 

In verbs which have middle-radical j or ^ and final j , the weak middle 
radical stabilises (i.e. keeps its consonantal form, w or y) and the 
conjugation is that of a defective verb. 

In doubly weak verbs, each radical (sound, weak, *) follows the rules of 
its own class, except that final * sometimes behaves like a weak radical 

(see below). 

Where the final radical is j ,the personal endings of the tenses and the 
imperative, and the endings of the participles and verbal nouns, follow 
the appropriate defective-verb pattern, for which see pp. 161 and 162. As 
with the defective verbs, it is impractical to look for a perfect or 
imperfect stem, since the final radical often incorporates the personal 

ending as well. 

Where the final radical is * : 

• the active participle of Form I follows the defective pattern, ending 

(etc.) in the masculine singular, 

• everywhere else (tenses, imperative, verbal noun, passive participles 
of Forms I to X, and active participles of Forms II to X), the ending is 
that of a final- * verb (i.e. standard); see paras. 23,25 and 29 to 33 of 

the introductory chapter. 

Rare forms. In some of these verbs Foim I is used only in certain forms, 
others being replaced by other verbs with similar meaning. A 
noteworthy casualty is the imperative, where we often find the root 
reduced to two or even one radical: examples are 127,129,130,131 and 
132. These imperatives are marked *, and in some cases the common 

modem alternative imperative is shown in the table.
